Diariamente cuando observa- 
mos los titulares en los periódicos 
sobre los recortes en la educación. 
o escuchamos las noticias en la 
televisión o la radio sobre el au- 
mento de despidos de más maestros 
o personal administrativo, en las 
escuelas ya no son un asombro o una 
novedad. sino una realidad que está 
afectando a millones de estudiantes. 
Pero ¿cómo podemos entrentar esta 
situación? ¿cúando terminarán to 
dos estos recortes”, ¿qué les espera 
a nuestros estudiantes”, son algunas 
de las dudas que aquejan a miles de 
maestros, trabajadores, padres de 
familia y por qué no decir a todos 
ya que este problema afecta a JÁs 
futuras generaciones de este pais** 

A pesar de ser un problema 
a nivel nacional, nos enfocamos 
localmente en uno de los tantos 
distritos escolares de educación 
pública de la Ciudad de San José que 
enfrentan esta crisis presupuestaria 
en la educación. La Oferta, entre- 
vistó a Dan Moser. Superintendente 
Interino del Distrito del East Side 
Union High School. nos hablo sobre 
este asunto. 

Fuertes recortes en el sistema 
escolar público ha azotado a mu- 
chas escuelas este año ¿cómo vive 
el Distrito del ESUHS esta crisis 
presupuestaria en la educación? 

Efectivamente este año el 
Distrito del ESUHS al igual que 
muchos ha sido azotado con muchos 
recortes en los fondos para la edu- 
cación, nunca visto en años anterio- 
res. Es una crisis que ha afectado 
a cada escuela del Distrito, lo que 
nos llevó a aumentar cada clase por 
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tres estudiantes, esto para que los 
maestros no perdieran sus trabajos. 
El año pasado el gobierno federal 
nos dio catorce millones de dólares, 
con este aporte se ayudó a mantener 
los programas de clases para que no 
se aumentaran más estudiantes por 
clase. significó un fuerte apoyo a 
los maestros para que se enfocaran 
mejor en los estudiantes, pero todo 
esto se acabó y ahora enfrentamos 
una crisis debido a la falta de fondos 
para continuar con estos recursos de 
ayuda para los estudiantes. 

Cada ciclo escolar los distri- 
tos reciben un presupuesto del 
gobierno. En el caso del Distrito 
ESUHS ¿cómo ha ido disminu- 
yendo y cómo se distribuyen en 
este momento? 

El Estado de California sae 
lo regular nos entregaba $7.50 
dólares por cada estudiante. sir 
este ciclo escolar 2010 hubieron 
recortes de $1.500 dólares por cada 
estudiante. Nuestro Distrito ESUHS 
cuenta con 25.000 estudiantes y 
estos recortes en el presupuesto de 
más de 40 millones de dólares es 
un gran impacto para todos. Los 
efectos han sido un fuerte recorte en 
los servicios de ayuda para nuestros 
estudiantes. Con respecto a la distri- 
bución de gastos en estos momentos 
se está dando prioridad del 92% a 
los maestros, personas calificadas de 
ayuda en las escuelas y esperamos 
sostener a otro grupo importante 
que es el personal de limpieza, per- 
sonal administrativo de asistencia, 
quienes se encargan de llamar a los 
padres de familia cuando sus hijos 
se ausentan de la escuela. 

Debido a los recortes en la 
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educación este año los maestros 
empezaron el ciclo escolar con un 
aumento de estudiantes ¿cómo ha 
perjudicado esto a los maestros 
del Distrito del ESUHS? 

Totalmente cierto. Este año 
el Distrito ESUHS está trabajando 
con el Sindicato de Maestros. ellos 
aceptaron un aumento de estu- 
diantes, esto para ahorrar en los 
gastos, ya que por los estudiantes 
adicionales no recibirían más fon- 
dos. de esta manera también estarían 
salvando sus trabajos. Cada maestro 
de nuestras escuelas conscientes 
de esta crisis por la que estamos 
pasando, sin embargo ellos no 
descuidan su trabajo y dan lo mejor 
para mejorar el nivel académico de 
los estudiantes. 

¿Cómo ha afectado esta cri- 
sis a los estudiantes del Distrito 
ESUHS? 

Actualmente existe una gran 
preocupacion entre todos, tanto a 
estudiantes como a maestros. per- 
sonal administrativo, consejeros, 
trabajadores sociales. personal 
técnico, entre otros. Los etectos de 
estos recortes presupuestarios para 
cada estudiante son grandes ya 
que no cuentan con muchos de los 
servicios que contaban antes, en- 
tonces nuestra preocupación como 
Superintendente. la Mesa Directiva 
del Distrito y de más personal de 
la escuela es que no estaremos al 
mismo nivel académico que años 
anteriores y es algo que estamos 
trabajando entre todos para sobre- 
llevar esta situación. 

¿Qué medidas está tomando 
el Distrito ESUHS para enfrentar 
esta difícil situación? 

Primeramente hemos recortado 
muchos de los gastos, debido a la 
falta de fondos, y la Legislatura de 
Sacramento ha abandonado a mu 
chas escuelas en el modo que deben 
ser financiados para que nosotros 
como Distrito le entreguemos sólo 
lo necesario, y ellos nos den los 
fondos. Entre las medidas que 
proponemos, la primera es “Satur- 

day school” (escuela los sábados). 
nosotros perdemos mucho dinero 
cuando los estudiantes no asisten 
a la escuela, y para recuperar estos 
fondos queremos que los estudiantes 
recuperen sus clases los sábados. 
Otra medida es que estamos nego- 
ciando con los sindicados de traba- 
jadores del Distrito ESUHS, puedan 
dar concesiones no aumentar los 
beneficios de los trabajadores para 
ahorrar en los gastos y poder salvar 
los trabajos de muchas personas 
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Estudiantes del Distrito ESUHS, maestros, personal clasificado, miembros 
del sindicato de maestros, padres de familia, se reúnen para conversar sobre 
la problemática de la crisis presupuestaria en la educación.

También estamos 
hablando con la Mesa Directiva 
del Distrito sobre una medida de 
proponer en las elecciones legislati- 
vas de noviembre un impuesto a los 
ciudadanos para que ayuden a las 
escuelas, esto sería especificamente 
para mantener los programas para 
los estudiantes, los trabajos de los 
maestros y el personal clasificado 
que ayuda en las escuelas, si esto 
se aprobara estaríamos recupe 
rando entre nueve a diez millones 
de dólares anualmente. 

¿Cúal es el mensaje sobre 
esta crisis ecónomica en la edu- 
cación? 

Mi mensaje está basado en la 
ayuda que nos dará nuestra comu- 
nidad. Hemos visto que el Estado de 
California no está haciendo su parte 
en dar los fondos que se requie- 
ren, por eso esperamos que en las 


elecciones legislativas se apruebe 
este impuesto a la educación y la 
comunidad nos apoye con este gran 
aporte para poder seguir ayudando 
a los estudiantes. Adicionalmente 
hay muchas organizaciones que 
actualmente están haciendo deman- 
das al estado de California acerca 
de los fondos que son garantizados 
para las escuelas pero que no están 
proveyendo a los Distritos. 

En conclusión, es importante 
que todos estemos conscientes 
sobre esta crisis que viven nuestras 
escuelas, y que los gobernantes 
de este país tomen serias y rápi- 
das medidas para solucionar este 
problema. Necesitamos proteger el 
futuro de las generaciones venideras 
y la calidad de la educación que se 
proveerá. Sólo en un trabajo con- 
junto lo lograremos.<>

Nuestro amigo nació en Quilaco, Bio-Bio, Chile, nació el 23 de 
Noviembre de 1930 y se ha ido el lunes 15 de febrero de 2010, en Redwood 
City. Han sido ochenta afios de lucha, de vida, de amigos. Amigos que no 
le hemos olvidado, Rudy Tenez, Oscar, Lupita, Mary, Inés... Y aquellos 
que también nos dejaron como Patricia, Maria, Ella... tantos que éramos 
hace afios cuando nos reunfamos a hablar de poesia, de libros, de lo que 
pasaba en el entorno... Su padre fue ingeniero de minas, su madre habia 
nacido en Berlin, de origen lituano-alemán, Immo, en su nostalgia familiar, 
recordaba cómo su madre tocaba el violín, y la cantidad de intelectuales 
que visitaban su casa... Immo era una mezcla de todo, un romántico, un 
escritor, un poeta de la prosa, un luchador. 

Recuerdo 1979 en San José, en aquel Diario de una huelga, que yo 
publicaba en El Visitante Dominical, cómo Immo se implicó en el mo- 
vimiento de César Chávez, con Cecilia López. Immo ayudó a la recolección 
de alimentos para los huelguistas, alimentos que se enviaban a “Nacional 
Farm Worker Ministry, Food Drive” que se encontraba en Alameda, Cali- 
fornia y en Oakland, también en la Iglesia de San Antonio, en Menlo Park. 
Immo siempre estaba dispuesto a ayudar a hacer algo por los demás. 

Después de años supe de Immo a través de nuestro amigo en común 
Rudy Tenez, lo estaba pasando mal. La crisis nos afecta a todos de 
una manera directa en nuestros hogares y pro- 
fesiones. Quise echarle una mano sin poder ha- 
cerlo, eso y la terrible enfermedad, terminaron 
con su vida. Pero Immo seguirá activo, vivo al 
otro lado y Dios le habrá premiado por su 
talento, forma de ser y callada actividad. 

De sus libros re- cuerdo aquel “Why a 
Mechanic?” que pu- blicó en 1978 con dos 
ediciones. Otro de sus libros, Prisioneros del 
Amor al que le puso prólogo Daniel Saldaña. 
Las cosas esenciales libro de poemas, 1979. 
Immo se adentraba en distintos temas, desde lo mecánico, hasta la poesía, 
la novela, el cuento, la filosofía. Cuando yo le conocí, me hablaba entusias- 
mado de sus proyectos de Narraciones fantásticas, Protesta y otros cuentos, 
La pocilga, me decía que era una novela en preparación, El tratado del 
amor o también aquel título donde estaba implicada la política: Chile, una 
quimera económica... Immo era miembro co-fundador del Círculo Artístico 
y Literario de California que tanto nos involucró a todos los amigos. 

Yo le hice una entrevista en El Visitante Dominical el 20 de Julio de 
1980. En aquella entrevista Inmo, confesaba que había sido educado en un 
colegio jesuita, pero él no se identificaba mucho con “la realidad de este 
mundo y sus enseñanzas”. Me hablaba de su cuento, “La Mosca” donde 
hace uso del lenguaje según su propio criterio, palabras como parkear, 
testiga etc. Debería ser aceptado en la Academia de la Lengua y según él 
es el machismo quien no lo acepta. Immo era un rebelde, un filósofo, que 
recomendaba a los jóvenes no ver televisión y leer a los griegos clásicos. 

Immo, in memoriam, te escrito estas líneas y hubiera querido ayu- 
darte, el Todopoderoso ya te habrá recompensado en el cielo y saciará sin 
medida tu obra, tu forma de ser, tu talento y todo lo que nos has dejado en 
este mundo y en el recuerdo tan grato y entreñable de haberte conocido. 
Gracias por haber estado entre nosotros. Te recordaremos siempre como 
lo que fuiste, una gran persona.<>

¿En qué consistirá esta mar- 
cha por los derechos humanos? 
¿quién la organiza? 

El 10 de abril a nivel local y 
nacionalmente se llevará a cabo 
esta marcha por los derechos huma- 
nos y cada región la organiza, son 
en este caso en la Ciudad de San 
José, el Comité Primero de Mayo, 
compuesto por Voluntarios de la Co- 
munidad y muchas organizaciones 
cívicas, religiosas y Laborales: Aca- 
demia Aztlan, Jornaleros, Clubs de 
Oriundos de México. El objetivo es 
continuar pidiendo por el respeto de 
los derechos humanos y uno de los 
principales puntos es una reforma 
migratoria justa, que permita la 
residencia permanente de millones 
de inmigrantes indocumentados, 
incluyendo la reunificación fami- 
liar que proporcione camino a la 
ciudadanía. 

Ustedes como grupo comuni- 
tario con la experiencia de muchas 
marchas en pro de la comunidad 
¿creen que logran un impacto 
dentro de nuestra sociedad? 

Definitivamente que sí. Cada 
manifestación hace que se mue- 
va mucha información dentro de 
los gobiernos. Cuando salimos a 
marchar se observa un movimiento 
de masas y las personas empiezan 
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a preguntar el porqué de la marcha. 
Es así como muchos se unen a la 
causa y otros se enteran sobre qué 
estamos luchando. De esta manera 
creamos una conciencia social de 
que necesitamos lograr un cambio 
dentro de nuestra sociedad. En el 
aspecto politico nos damos cuenta 
que los congresistas cuando ven 
este tipo de marchas empiezan a 
hacer propuestas de solución para 
mejorar estos problemas sociales 
dentro del país. 

Por ejemplo en el 2006 cuando 
querían aprobar aquella propuesta 
malísima la HR4437 que era para 
criminalizar a todos los ciudadanos 
que ayudaran a cualquier inmigran- 
te, se derrocó gracias en gran parte 
a las fuertes manifestaciones que se 
vieron en las calles pidiendo que no 
se aprobara. También existen otras 
vías como enviar cartas masivas 
a los congresistas o al Presidente 
Barack Obama, llamar por teléfono 
e ir al Congreso, hacer vigilias, sólo 
así unidos lograremos todo lo que 
nos propongamos. 

Muchos de los inmigrantes 
indocumentados desconocen sus 
derechos en este país. Ustedes 
como grupo comunitario ¿de qué 
forma ayudan a orientar a este 
grupo de personas? 

Periódicamente semana tras 
semana estamos visitando lugares 
en cualquier parte de la Ciudad de 
San José, donde hacemos foros, y 
pláticas sobre los derechos huma- 
nos para explicarte a la comunidad 
inmigrante sobre los derechos que 
les otorga la constitución estadouni- 
dense pero que desconocen y por 
no saberlos muchas veces puedes 
ser detenido por migración e ir a 
la cárcel. 

Voluntarios de la Comunidad 
promueve siempre este tipo de 
charlas, contamos con la ayuda de 
asesoramiento del Abogado de In- 
migración, Mark Silverman, quien 
también nos recomienda a otros abo- 
gados que pertenecen a la Asocia- 
ción Americana de Abogados de In- 
migración (AILA, siglas en inglés). 
A través de ellos es posible hacer 
estos foros de inmigración, porque 
sabemos que benefician mucho a 
nuestra comunidad. Está claro que 
la mejor manera de lograrlo es estar 
informados y sólo educándonos en

el tema sabremos mejor cuáles son 
nuestros derechos en este país y a 
qué no, nos atenemos. 

El luchar por estos propósitos 
no es tarea fácil. Después de esta 
marcha del 10 de abril ¿cuál es el 
siguiente paso? 

A través del tiempo que hemos 
sido testigos de tantos problemas 
e injusticias sociales que aquejan 
a nuestra comunidad nos damos 
cuenta que los problemas siguen 
siendo los mismos de hace un año, 
una década o más, entonces el 
siguiente paso es seguir luchando 
para mejorar toda esta situación, 
seguir participando cada vez que se 
proponga una marcha, contactarse 
con los congresistas en su oficina, 
enviarles cartas o visitarlos perso- 
nalmente. En cada distrito electoral 
del país, que son 435, existe una 
oficina local, allí es donde tenemos 
que ir y expresar nuestros problemas 
para que tomen acción y encuentren 
las vías de solución para mejorar 
el trato a toda nuestra comunidad 
inmigrante.

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Legendary teacher Jaime Escalante has passed away 


Reno, NV — The family of 
famed teacher Jaime Escalante, 79, 
has announced that he passed away 
at 2:27 pm. on March 30, 2010. The 
cause of death was coronary and 
respiratory failure, precipitated by 
cancer. A native of La Paz, Bolivia, 
and the son of two elementary- 
school teachers, Escalante came to 
America in 1963 at age 33. Although 
he was already an accomplished and 
popular science and mathematics 
teacher in Bolivia, he spoke almost 
no English and had to return to 
school to become a certified teacher 
in California. 

He worked at a series of jobs 
as he studied, from a restaurant 
to a computer company, and in 
1974 attained his goal. Arriving at 
Garfield High School in East Los 
Angeles, he encountered a culture 
of low expectations, gang activity 
and administrative apathy. 

His success in overcoming 
these odds and in enabling “unteach- 
able” students to master advanced 
mathematics made him a national 
and international hero. The 1988 
movie about his Garfield AP Cal 
culus program, Stand and Deliver, 
remains one of the most popular and 
beloved films ever made about the 
teaching profession. 

His career has been celebrated 
in a number of books, most notably 
Escalante: The Best Teacher in 
America (1989), by Washington 
Post writer Jay Mathews. He be- 
came a presence in classrooms 
throughout the U.S. - and the world 
- through the PBS series FUTURES 
with Jaime Escalante. One of the 
most popular classroom programs 
in the history of public broadcast- 
ing, FUTURES combined examples 
of Escalante’s teaching style with

his purpose to help his students 
discover rewarding careers in math 
and science.

Maybe there’s something in 
the water here. Or on the hillsides 
overlooking two of Mexico's most 
breathtaking bays. Whatever it is, 
Manzanillo seems to draw ultra-rich 
hotel developers like kids to a piña- 
ta. Take Robert Woolley. Stories tel! 
how the Dallas-based hotel tycoon 
was so enchanted by the tropical 
beauty of Manzanillo that he decid- 
ed to build a luxury resort here — in 
the shape of a Mayan palace. When 
it opened in 1999, Woolley used a 
variation of his wife's first name to 
label his Mexican masterpiece the 
Karmina Palace. 

Sold to the upscale Spanish 
hotel chain Barcelo in 2006, the 
property today features 324 lush 
suites nestled around eight pools 
and a cozy cove. Gracing the hills 
of a nearby peninsula is a towering. 
$200 million hotel built on prime 
real estate once owned by former 
Mexican President Miguel de la 
Madrid. The property opened in 
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1991 and was later sold to its current 
owner, Tesoro Resorts. Rated five 
stars, the Mediterranean-flavored 
hotel has 331 rooms looking out at 
the waters of Audiencia Bay. Just 
over the hill from the Tesoro is a 
place that put Manzanillo on the 
modern-day tourism map. The story 
goes back to 1974, when Bolivian 
tin magnate Antenor Patino held 
a party there that made headlines 
around the globe. 

It wasn't just the 2,000 glitterati 
who showed up — everyone from 
Hollywood stars to the royal poo- 
bahs of the world — or the way they 
got there on sleek yachts, private 
planes and chartered jumbojets (the 
latter landing at a brand new airport 
financed by the tin man). What got 
all that ink was the place itself. 
On arrival, the guests hopped into 
golf carts to enter Patino’s Moorish 
fantasy of white minarets, cupolas 
and twisted minarets lining cobbled 
paths to their lavish suites. 

The world, thanks to hordes 


of reporters flown in for the party, 
would soon know this fairyland as 
Las Hadas, meaning “the fairies.” 
Vogue Magazine called it “a deli- 
cious dream... the world's ultimate 
playland.” Playboy gave it this 
supreme accolade: “A better version 
of heaven.” 

The party went on for weeks, 
during which Patino's guests dined 
on filet mignons, lobster and caviar 
washed down by fine champagne 
in four gourmet restaurants while 
being pampered by a staff that far 
outnumbered them. For three years, 
Las Hadas was run more or less as 
a private club for Patino's friends 
and their families. There was some 
talk that the ongoing financial drain 
- coupled with tumbling prices for 
tin — prompted a plan to turn Las 
Hadas into a kind of condo develop- 
ment. But the glitterati came to Las 
Hadas to play, not pay. 

In 1977, Las Hadas was sold to 
a hotel chain, but even the publicity 
from the 1979 hit movie “10,” in

by Dudley Moore followed Bo 
Derek’s corn-rowed character to the 
burning sands of Las Hadas, failed 
to make the hotel pay off.
